LONDON, July 9—Admiral Bruce cables the 


admiralty from Taku, the 7th, there are grounds for 
hoping that Prince Chin.?, with his army, is at Pekin 
protecting the legations againt Prince Tuan, his 
army and the Boxers. 


YOKOHAMA, JAPAN, July 9-The govern- 


ment has finally decided to despatch immediately 
23,000 men and 5,000 horses to China. 
The news- 


papers endorse this action, saying, "Should the for- 
eigners at Pekin perish, Japan would not be ab- 
solved from blame." 


WASHINGTON, July 9-Minister Wu has re- 


ceived a cable from Sheng, who is director general 
of imperial telegraphs, from Shanghai, dated yester- 
day which reads: 


"July 3] two legations at Pekin were still pre- 


served. All the ministers are safe. 
Rebellious 


troops and rioters make attacks but suffer many 
losses. Imperial troops are protecting, but meet 
difficulty. 
Feared food and ammunition are ex- 


hausted." 


London July S—Tlie latest news fro mi Tien Tsin) is contained in! a news 


agency message, dated Friday, reporting a renewed Chinese attack

The allied forces replied that suns landed from the 
British first class 


cruiser Terrible, and a mixed force of 1000 men made a sortie under cover of 
the fire of the naval brigade, attacked the Chinese, who retired after seven 
hours' fighting. 


Earlier dispatches record severe fighting notably on July 2 and 3, when the 


Chinese developed unexpected strength, and did considerable damage with 
artillery. At a bridg-e near the French settlement there was hard fighting at 
close Quarters, Russians with a Gatlinggun, finally compelling the Chinese 
to retire, 
though they 
suffered heavily. 


Operations, however, were In Mo way decisive, the later message showing 


the Chinese still full of fisht. 


About 5000 men were wounded in the fighting at Tien Tsin. 
Diplomatic circles in London are discussing the best means of repaying 


Japan for her disproportionate assistance In, duelling the rebellion in China. 
They seem to favor settling the Korean question in accordance with Japans' 
well known desirea It is believed that the assent of the powers to an ar- 
rangement whereby Japan could place an army of occupation in Korea, like 
that of Great Britain^m Egypt, wouiabe acceptable to Japan as compensa- 
tion. 


London, July 9—The more hopeful feeling engendered by Saturday's news 


from Pekin was furtther strengthened this morning by Admiral Brace's en- 
dorsement of the oreviaus rumors that Prince Ching, who is said to be head- 
ing a counter revolution, at Pekin is fighting in behalf of the legations against 
the usurper, Prince Tuan 


If the admiral's hope that Prince Ching with his army, is defending the 


legations at Pekin. against Prince Tuan, turns out to be well founded, this 
turn in events is of tno utmost imnortance, as It is felt here that an, some 
such division among1 the Chinese themselves lies the best hope for the safe- 
ty of the foreigners. 


If the powers can find allies in Cmna itself it will materially 
facilitate 


the task of restoring: order, and those acquainted with the country believe 
that if the diplomats a**; able to induce suHi men as Ld Hung Chans: or 
Chang Chi Tung: to send forces to the assistance of Prilice Chins the hordes 
of revolutionaries will disperse as quickly as they, collected and a way to 
Pekin be opened without great deiav. 


With all due allowance for the uncertainty ini regard to their reliability the 


authorities here feel the latest messages from the far east give distinct hopes. 
If, as suggested, the native sympathizers are able to keep the besieged le- 
gation reasonably supplied with provisions the foreign colony may yet escape

Possibility That Legations

EonnLon, July 9.—The consuls at Shang- 


hai report that the Pekin legations were 
safe on July 4, and that the Chinese had 
ceased their attacks. The only fear felt 
at that time, according to the reports ol 
the consuls, was regarding the food sup- 
ply. 


The foregoing statement, read with 


Consul Warren's dispatch to the foreign 
office, makes it possible to believe that 
the l&g-aticms williiold out for a number 
of days yet. Having fought to a stand- 
still the first outbursts of fanatical 
fury, it is believed that something: may 
intervene to save them.

Will Sail for This Dock Be.

Washington, July 9—The navy depart- 


ment was informed this morning that 
the Oregon had arrived at Chefoo and 
will start for Kure, Japan, to dock, to- 
morrow. 


The navy departments cable was from 


Captain Eodgers of the Nashville, who 
made a flying trip yesterday from the 
station at Chefoo out to the scene of 
the grounding of the Oregon, 35 miles 
north of West Port. His dispatch reads 
as follows: 


"Chefoo, the 9th—The Oregon starts 


for Kure docks Japan, ebout the 10th 1 
or ISth, stopping enroute if weather is ' 
bad. All well on board Oregon, (signed) 
Eodgers." 


The dispatch conveys indirectly the 


information that wire communication 
with Chefoo is again open. 


A rough estimate made by the navy 


department consigns the Oregon to dry 
dock for three months.

Oregon the use of this dock, which is 
owned'by the government, is much ap- 
preciated, by the navy department of- 
ficials here.

and drive the Boers to the east ofProenkerspruit.

who was attacked by 3000 with sixguns and two maxims.

•now," Mr. Towne added. 
"I have al- 


'ready talked the matter over with sev- 
eral Populist leaders. The subject will 
(also come up, though In an informal way, 
lat tomorrow's meeting of the advisory 
joommlttee." 


Senator Jones of Arkansas, chairman 


|Df the Democratic national committee, 
krrived here from Kansas City last even- 
Sing, and held an extended conference 
With Messrs. Bryan, Towne and Will- 
Sams. 
In talking about the vice presi- 


dential situation Senator Jones said he 
fcoped and believed that in case Mr. 
Towne withdrew his name as a Populist 
(candidate for the vice presidency, the 
Rational committee of that party would 
•ndorse the Democratic ticket. 


"We are all independent," continued 


fcenator Jones, "and like to carry to a 
•uecessful conclusion our own plans. 
•But this year every one who is not with 
.the Republican party should foe against 
them, and I cannot help thinking that 
svery man who is earnest in his desire 
tor the success of William J. Bryan 
tehould unite with us. Of course, if Mr. 
Howne does not withdraw, fusion on the 
electoral tickets of the various states 
•hould and probably will be arranged." 


Senator Jones will leave for Chicago 


tonight. During today's conference, at 
which Senator Jones, Senator Heitfeldt, 
(jr.

"We are deslrej- to make known that

Piccadilly, at Mr. Astor's owicert last 
Thursday evening, was uninvited." 


Captain Milne was so shocked by this 


Insult, the like of which was never suf- 
fered by him or any of his family, that 
he has not bee-n able to ohooee tha 
language in which to. answer. He ia, 
(however, preparing a statement which 
his friends insist will prove that he, at 
least, acted in the most proper and po- 
lite manner. 


The unhappy incident, with all its cir- 


cumstances, has been laid before the 
Prince of Wales, whom the fashion- 
ables, at any rate, regard as the arbiter 
of affairs of delicacy and honor. AnU 
it can be positively said that the follow- 
ing statements have been presented to 
his royal highness: 


Captain Milne was dining with a well. 


known fashionable woman, Lady

who was invited to the Astor concert, 
and who asked Captain Milne to go with 
her party. 


Every day such Invitations by proxy 


are extended in London society, and Cap- 
tain Milne unhesitatingly accepted. 


Arrived, Mr. Astor did not shake hands 


with Captain Milne, but coldly asked 
him: 
"May I inquire what is your 


name, sir?" 


Captain Milne told, him and added: 


"Let me add, sir, that Lady 
brought 


me with her party." 


"I have not the pleasure of your ac- 


quaintance, sir," responded Mr. Aetor 
•with the greatest frigidity, "and I really 
have to ask you not to remain. Besides^ 
sir, I will let It be publicly known under 
•what circumstances you came here." 


Captain Milne retired in confueton> 


and, from the Naval and Military club 
the same night, sent Mr. Astor a letter 
of apology and expressed the hope that 
he would allow the matter to drop.

"Underlying all the details of the

If we are to hold the Philip- 
pines, such a transatlantic cable is an 
absolute necessity. This trunk cable 
would doubtless have its eastern ter- 
minus on the western shore of the is- 
land of Luzon, opposite Manila and1 
distant from it but a few miles, since 
the island is exceedingly narrow at 
that point."

This variety of pickle may be made of . 


any fruit that can be preserved, and 
even of the rinds of ripe melons and, 
cucumbers, and has therefore a much 
wider range than the ordinary pickle. 
In the preparation of sweet pickles tha 
proportion of sugar to vinegar for tha 
syrup is three pints to a quart, and you 
will do well to adhere quite closely to 
this general rule, and even then you 
should examine the product frequently 
and reacald the syrup if there is tha 
least sign of fermentation. In pickling 
plums or other smooth-skinned fruit tha 
only safe way is to well prick the skina 
before cooking.

FLY FISHING IN CANADA 
LOCAL NEWS 


Now is the Time When Ouan- 


aniches Are Rising Merrily. 


FAVOEITB WATEBS OF THE GAME. 


Some Point* on AngMna: For tie Wl- 


]jr Onaaaulche—ChuracterUtlo of 
the Fi«h—Storle» Told About It* 
&e»plnv Power* — Oaldea »t the 
Grand Discharge. 
Except In a fe-w solitary Instances, 


the spring trout fishing in Canada has 
not been up to the usual mark, says the 
Quebec correspondent of the New York 
Bun. The season has been all against 
the fishermen, and the weather condi- 
tions not those that favor the taking 
of great trojjt The early salmon fish- 
ing has been affected in much the 
same way. Late in June, Just as a 
succession of dry weather was getting 
the salmon streams into good condition 
for fishing, there came such heavy 
downpours of rain that the rivera were 
swollen to unusual proportions, and, 
according to recent advices, several 
days of fine weather must elapse be- 
fore anglers can look for much success. 


The exception to the quality of fish- 


erman's luck in Canada this year has 
fallen to the lot of those "who have 
fished the chosen waters where the 
ouananiche Is waiting." 
Here some 


marvelously good sport has been had. 
The season was late, and, in fact, it 
was almost the end of June, instead of 
the early part of the month, that the 
fresh water salmon rose to the an- 
glers' files in the turbulent rapids, but 
this month (July) the conditions are 
such that the sport should be at it3 
best. The Saguenay's 40 miles of rapid 
water that commences with the river's 
issue from Lake St. John is the home 
par excellence of the ouananiche. It 
exists also in some of the rivers of 
northern Newfoundland and Labrador, 
but nowhere else is It so easily got at 
or does it afford such great sport to 
the angler as in the rapids of the 
Grand Discharge. 


Some of the very best ouananiche 


fishing ia to be had in the large ex- 
panse of water below the first falls 
of the discharge. 
Here the wily 


ouananiche may always in season be 
fought and killed, either from the shore 
or from the canoe of the guide, who 
will safely paddle you through whirl- 
ing rapids, around dangerous rocka 
and eddies and by the edge of the foam 
covered pools, where the fresh water 
salmon best love to linger in large 
Blzed shoals, waiting to spring upon 
their prey as soon as their favorite 
fly floats by. The insect life that be- 
comes entangled in the foam cbnrnetf 
up by the rapids affords such appetiz- 
ing diet to the ouananiche that the an- 
gler almost Invariably meets with suc- 
cess by drawing his flies slowly through 
the patches of accumulated scum. 
Often before he has discerned any 
movement In the water he will feel 
the tug that tells him that a ouanani- 
che is fast to his line. If he had seen 
the rise of the flsh, he might have 
struck and lost him, for the ouananiche 
does not always take the fly like the 
trout 
Sometimes he rises short, as 


fontinalis do, but often he fnmbles 
•with the artificial lure much as doe* 
his near congener, the salmon of the 
sea, and, like the latter, he may reject 
it altogether and spew it out of his 
mouth if the angler strikes too soon. 
When this occurs and when the fish 
are rising short, the pool should be 
rested for a time, if the ouananiche 
seem to be large. 
• When the ouaaaniche hooks himself 
or is successfully struck by the angler, 
It often happens that he springs into 
the air with such rapidity that his 
leap seems to be simultaneous with his 
rise to the fly. He is a stand up fighter 
and never sulks. If he makes a long 
and rapid run, he does not long remain 
-In deep water. He is quickly at the 
surface again and often, very often, 
leaps high in the air as though he 
would fight the angler in his own ele- 
ment and, if possible, snatch his 
weapon from his hand. 


The reports so far received from the 


Grand Discharge this season would1 
seem to indicate that the flsh are run- 
ning large, several of 4 and 4*s pounds 
having been recorded. If some of the 
anglers who are inclined to question 
In the sporting papers the stories of 
fish Jumping into boats and causes 
-when hooked were to interview the 
Judges of the Grand Discharge, they 
would find plenty of confirmation of 
them. It is by no means an uncom- 
mon occurrence for the ouananiche to 
leap into a canoe, and sometimes they 
have leaped out again. There is a well 
authenticated tale of one fish which 
leaped directly out of the water and 
landed flat upon the silk hat of a Mont- 
real judge who was sitting on the bot- 
tom of the same canoe as the angler 
who had hooked the leaping fish. In 
the Mistassini river, which is one of 
the tributaries of Lake St. John, the 
ouananiche may be seen leaping up 
the fifth falls, which are 15 feet high. 
They are then on their way to the 
epawning grounds, and they do tha 
trick in two parts, landing after the 
first leap in a small pool or basin about 
midway up the face of the cataract, 
whence they take their final leap over 
the edge of the falls. 


The guides at the Grand Discharge 


are not only excellent canoemen. They 
are good auglors and very clever with 
the landing net too. They are almost 
entirely French Canadian voyageurs 
and come of a hardy race of back- 
woodsmen accustomed to lumber driv- 
ing in swift waters. Yet few of them 
can swim. Many anglers like them all 
the bettor on this account, believing 
that they are the more likely to be 
careful in preventing the upsetting of 
the canoe-

The strike at Millard's shop assumed 


a new phase Saturday, according to 
the statements of John Trainor, one of 
the men who has beea working m the 
cutting room, and who was discharged 
Satuiday. 


As is known, the men who are taking 


the striker.* places have been sleeping 
and hoarding i" the shop, where ac- 
commodations have been provided for 
them. Mr. Trainor, who came from 
Manchester, 'N. H., about a week ago, 
has been living in this way, without 
seeing very much of the outside world, 
although he has been down street oc- 
casionally. 


Friday night he attended the band 


concert, and after returning to the 
shop, was told by the watchman that 
there were two persons at the gate who 
wished to speak to him. He went 
down, and found two of the strikers 
there. He talked with them for a 
moment, and then said he did not care 
to keep up the discussion, and return- 
ed to the shop. Saturday morning he 
was called into the office, and told by 
N. L Millard that they did not care to 
keep a man who held communications 
with the strikers. 
Mr. Trainor ex- 


plained the amount of the communica- 
tions and insisted, that he had the 
privilege of going outside, which was 
not denied. He was told, however, 
that if he wished to stay, he must 
agree not to hold any talks or "be in" 
with the strikers. Mr Trainor decided 
to maintain his personal liberty and 
left the shop. 


He saysi that afterwards he was told 


by one of the employes there that or- 
ders had been given that none of the 
new men were to be allowed to leave 
the shop after dark, and that if they 
went out before dark and failed to re- 
turn, they were not to be allowed en- 
trance. Mr. Trainor said there were 
several of the new men whom he 
thought would object to this manner of 
"holding r job." 


N. T-i. Millard was out of the city to- 


day, but C. K. Millard was asked in re- 
gard to the matter, and refused to 
have anything to say concerning Mr. 
Trainer's discharge. 


Mr. Trainor aays that there are about 


16 outside cutters at work in 
the 


room now, but that only four or five 
of these are first class cutters, and that 
the room is turning out a very small 
proportion of what It ahould.

Samuel H. Walden of Williamstown, 


A BIG HEATING PLANT 


Work Begun on Richmond Hotel and 


Theater Plant 


Work on the power -and heating plant 


for the new Richmond hotel and thea- 
ter was begun this morning, the con- 
tract for the preliminary work having 
been awarded Saturday to H. C. Wood 
& Co., the contractors for the hotel. 
The plant will be the. largest of its 
kind for anything but a factory build- 
ing, that the city haa seen, the heating 
and i ower for the new and old hotels 
and for the theater being furnished 
from the same plant. 
The boilers and engines will be located 
under the hotel, where a sub-cellar will 
be constructed. There will be a boiler 
room »j by 26 feet, an engine room 28 
by 20 feet, an oil an dwaste room 14 by 
16 feet and a coal room 20 by 60 feet. 


There will be two boilers, each of 76 


horse power, 16 feet long by 5%feet 
high. These will be set on masonry 
foundations 18 by 20 feet In size and 12 
feet high. The fire boses will be 5% 
feet each way. 


The system of heating will be direct 


steam, ard in the hotel there will be 
4500 feet of direct radiation with 104 
radiators, so that every part of the

WILL EXPLORE THE ANDES. ' 


Sip Martlu Conway Deicrtbei HI* 


Future Work. 


Sir Martin Couway, the explorer and 


mountain climber, was one of the pas- 
sengers on the White Star 
liner 


Oceanic from Liverpool the other day, 
says the New York Press. 
He has 


spent 27 years In climbing mountains 
and exploring unmapped peaks, and 
now Is on his way to South America to 
continue his work in the Andes. 


Sir Martin is the hero of 200 peaks 


and at present holds the record for 
high climbing. This he made by as- 
cending Mount Aconcagua, In the An- 
des, Chile, and by climbing to a dizzy 
height in the Himalayas. In 1802 he 
ascended Peak Kalakorma, in the Him- 
alayas, to a height of 23,000 feet, and 
in 1894 he spent 86 days In the Alps, 
traveling 1,000 miles, climbing 21 
peaks, the Spltzenbcrgen among them, 
and exploring 39 passes. In 1890 he 
made 13 mountain ascents In the Alps 
and surveyed 000 miles of unknown 
country- 


"I have come here to continue my 


Bxploratious in the Andes and expect 
to be gone until Christmas," said Sir 
Martin, when aeon on the pier. "I in- 
tend, however, to do no high climbing, 
nor do I expect to visit practically unr 
explored country. Two years ago I 
explored and surveyed the west slope 
of the Andes and now I expect to ex- 
plore the east slope. Recently I made 
a map of the Andes, and I was com- 
pelled to leave certain places blank, 
and I now nm going to explore these 
uncharted places. 
There is no one 


with me at present, but I shall pick 
out a party when I get down there. 
We will go into the Andes at Mollendo, 
where there Is a railroad to Lake Titl- 
caca. Here our work will begin. 


"Lake Tltioaca is a most interesting 


place. It Is 12,000 feet above the sea 
level and small steamboats run upon 
It. Here one can get both seasick and 
mountain sick. Mountain sickness is 
a horrible sensation, but will wear off 
In a few days."

FLONG DISTANCE MAILS. 


time of letters From JTcw Tork to Far- 


away Destinations. 


A letter seat from New York to'Bang- 


kok, Siam, travels overland to San 
Francisco and thence by water, reach- 
ing its destination in about 48 days, 
having been carried nearly 18,000 miles. 
& letter mailed here for Adelaide, Aus- 
tralia, also goes via San Francisco, 
travels 12,845 miles and is delivered 
Usually within 35 days. New Tork mail 
destined for Calcutta goes by way of 
London, .traveling 11,120 miles in S3 
flays, while mail sent from this city to 
Capo Town, goes 125 miles farther in 
two-days' legs time. 


Mail communication between New 


, -fork and Hongkong ordinarily con- 
tmnes one month -of time. The letters 
go by way of San Francisco and. cover 
lO.COO.mlles-of distance. To reach Mel- 
bourne, Australia, from this city a let- 
ter wHl travel 12,365 miles in about 82 
days, and to reach Sydney a letter will 
teavel 11,570 miles in 31 days. The 
mail ronte from New York to Yoko- 
hama, via San Trrancisco, is 7,348 miles 
long, and about 22 days are consumed 
in transit. To go to Honolulu from this 
city a letter travels 5,645 miles in 13 
days. 


Leaving New York on steamer days, 


mail matter is scheduled to reach Rome 
in about ten days, Madrid*in ten days, 
London and Liverpool in eight days, 
Rotterdam in nine days, St. Petersburg 
In 11 days, Vierifca in nine days, Paris 
in eight days, Berlin in nine days and 
Athens and. Alexandria in 14 days. 
Communication with South American 
ports is mnch slower. It takes 24 days 
for a letter to go from .New York to Hio 
Janeiro, which is only about 50 miles 
farther from this city than is Alexan- 
dria, Mail matter going from New 
York to Bnenos Ayros, which is 8,045 
miles distant, consumes 29 or 30 days.

HEW REUGiOUS MOVE. 


A School-of Life to Be Founded 


In Chicago. 


B1QAIM3Q&EXE OFDB. ¥. H. THOMAS 


Known Pastor Orvatntelns Ho» 


and Educational Movement 


to Combine School and New»jjaper. 
UiiiTeraal Pe«v|e'fl Church to Be 
Coaatic-teu ou Practical Lines. 
Plans are beiug made to broaden the 


scope an* wo*i of.^be People's church, 
iu Chicago, ef whfch Dr. W. H. Thom- 
as is pastor, along three novel lines 
within the next year. Before the ex- 
piration of that time the members of 
the church hope to own their own 
buMiug in the heart of the business 
district. This fall a "School of Life" 
will be founded, and a weekly paper 
devoted to the work of the church will 
be started, says the Chicago Times- 
Herald. The paper will be called The 
People's Pulpit and will carry Dr. 
Thomas' weekly sermon to all parts of 
the country where People's churches 
are being founded. 


A gift of $30,000 already has been 


promised to the officers of the church 
by a wealthy woman, a member of the 
congregation, who does not wish uer 
name made public in connection with 
the gift. Dr. Thomas has received In- 
timations from all sides that the peo- 
ple are willing and anxious to enlarge 
the field of ufel'ulness of the church; 
and it Is confidently expected that by. 
next summer §500,000 will have beea 
raised for the purpose. 


The new building will be a novelty, 


among church edifices. Unlike the usu- 
al structure of the conventional church 
design, it will be a business block In 
the heart of the commercial center of 
the city. It will contain an immense 
auditorium, where services will be held 
as in other churches, and the rest of 
the building will be devoted to offices. 
All the offices will be occupied by the 
executive boards and clerical forces of 
the various undertakings of the church. 


- The school which is to be a part of 
the church will undertake to teach 
young men. and women along untried 
lines. Its promoters choose to call it a 
"School of Life," and life is what they, 
hope to teach. They will try to prepare 
young men and women, for the duties 
of a "Christian life, and^the work will 
be done mainly through a system of 
course lectures. The lectures will be on 
sociological and economic problems 
and in the main-will be free. 


One of the main objects of the school 


•Will be to prepare men and women for 
missionary work in People's churches 
throughout the country. Churches of 
this kind are springing up everywhere, 
and ministers in these churches must 
have a training quite different from 
that given in the various denomina- 
tional institutions. Graduates from this 
school will be sent to open new fields 
and to assist newly organized churches 
in the western cities. 


A practical law course also will be 


offered pupils of the school. It is not 
Intended to make law-yers of the young 
men and women, but they will be giv- 
en an. opportunity to learn common law 
to aid them in whatever walk of life 
they may enter. A number of well 
known pedagogues have already offer- 
ed their services as instructors in tha 
new school. Until the new church 19 
built temporary quarters will be found 
for the school in gome down town 
building and classes will be organized 
early in September. 


The People's Pulpit is to be an eight 


page weekly and will be very different 
from the religious weekly as we know 
It. Aside from Dr. Thomas' sermons 
it will contain literary matter and a 
page for the help of the People's church 
in other cities. 
Dr. Thomas is con- 


stantly receiving requests for big ser- 
mons from founders of churches simi- 
lar to his, and it is thought this will be 
the best way to supply them. 


"The needs of the world are chang- 


ing," said Mrs. Vandelia Varum Thom- 
as the other day, "and the old methods 
of religious work are not adapted to 
the life of today. 
The work of the 


church of today is not so much a mat- 
ter of giving away old clothes—it is a 
much larger and broader work. I do 
not mean to say that the giving away 
of old clothes is not necessary and very 
commendable, but larger opportunities 
present themselves. 


"In spite of the fact that this Is a 


commercial age, there is a growing 
spirit of humanity in the world which 
gives promise of great things. 
Peo- 


ple today are constantly saying, 'What 
can I do to help my neighbor?" and 
everywhere there is a willingness and 
desire to do good. We feel that the 
time is ripe for enlarging the field of 
the People's church, and we think the 
movement will meet with great suc- 
cess. The foundation of the universal 
People's church in every city through- 
out the land has been Dr. Thomas' 
dream for years, and it seems that it ia 
now about to be realized."

his predecessor as Russian minister of 
foreign affairs, Prince Alexander Lo- 
banoff, who died suddenly on Aug1. 80, 
1896, was attributed to poison, says the , 
New York World. It was officially an- 
nounced that heart disease was fatal! 
to Lobanoff.

The diplomat says: "He knew Paris 


and Berlin, having resided in those 
cities as secretary and councilor of em- 
bassy. He was considered a strong' 
friend of peace, perfectly correct as a 
diplomatist, vei«y well disposed toward 
Austria-Hungary, possibly alive to Ger- 
many, little inclined to flirt with Bng-' 
land and especially and absolutely in- ( 
clined to cultivate the Franco-Russian j 
entente cordlale." 
i

Mura-viefE was but 65 years old, of a j 
family distinguished in Russian offi- j 
cial and military btetory. By the czar's 
orders he brought about the peace con- 
ference at The Hague last year. He 
entered the diplomatic service In 1864, ' 
his first post being at Berlin. 


Later he was stationed at Stockholm 


and Stuttgart. In 1874 be was appoint- 
ed secretary of legation to The Hague^ 
where he remained for some time, 
passing on to Paris in 1880. He served 
in the French capital for four years. 
In 1893 he was promoted to be Russian 
minister to Denmark, and it was in 
Copenhagen that he attracted the fa- 
vorable attention of the dowager Rus- 
sian empress, formerly the Princess 
Dagmar. It is thought that her influ- 
ence was largely instrumental in bia 
appointment to the position of Russian 
minister for foreign affairs In 1897, 
after Lobanoffs death. 
) 


The great sorrow of MuravlefTs life j 


was the elopement of his wife, whom 
he dearly loved, with his Intimate 
friend, Count Henckel von Donners- 
mark. This happened In Berlin. The 
cear at once divorced Muravieff, and 
his former wife married Von Donners- 
mark.

Prince Alexander Lobanoff died while 


traveling with the czar from Vienna 
toward Kiefif. The Imperial train stop- 
ped at a small wood to enable the czar 
to take a short walk. All of the im- 
perial party left the train.

Lobanoffi, after walking a few steps, 
complained of feeling indisposed. He 
was assisted back to the car, where he 
fell insensible. Before the doctor ac- 
companying the party could take re- 
storative measures the prince expired.

other day said to a reporter of the Phil- 
adelphia Press: 


"No doubt the Chineso believe they 


can defeat the combined

other nations, but It will 
.iy bo a short 


time until they are subdued. Because 
of their numbers the Chinese think 
they are invincible. You need onlj- go 
back a few years to the t:i.io \vhoii 
Japan was at war with China to find 
out the kind of fighters the Chinese 
are. 
They know nothing of modern 


warfare, and were they to be engaged 
in a real battle the loss to their force* 
would be tremendous. 


"The Chinese are treacherous. They 


are suspicious of everything and every- 
body. 
Already they have murdered 


many missionaries and other innocent 
persons, and if they find they are to be 
called to account by some of tbe na- 
tions they will not hesitate to murdet 
every missionary In their country. 


"The strained relations between Ja- 


pan and Russia arc assuming serious 
proportions. There Is no telling what 
may develop nor how soon It may 
come. There Is one thing certajji, and 
that Is if Russia continues to be a 
menace to Korea, which rightly be- 
longs to Japan, there will be war. Ja- 
pan haa been preparing for any conflict 
that may present itself and is ready 
today to declare war on any country 
that interferes with what It considers 
Us rights. 


"I don't believe there Is another coun- 


try that la better prepared for war 
than Japan. Its navy during the past 
few years has been greatly strengthen- 
id and the army has also been Increas- 
ed. It Is hard to foreshadow the result i 
of the presort trouble In Chlnn: as the! 
outcome will depend entirely on the | 
position taken by the outside powers." 


An Island of Flowers. 


The Scilly islands may very justly 


be termed flower islands, for a large 
part of their surface is given up to the 
cultivation of flowers, and the great 
majority of their people spend their 
lives in attending to the plants, from 
which all the wealth of the islands is 
drawn. 


The inhabitants have had other occu- 


pations before they settled down to 
flower growing. At one time they were 
wreckers, and at a later period they 
went into a more legitimate business 
and devoted themselves to the raising of 
early potatoes. There was money to be 
made out of them, and the islands pros- 
pered until prosperity bore its usual 
fruit in the shape of competition. The 
Channel islanders took to growing pota- 
tees, and the potato trade of the Scilly 
islands was killed. Thereupon the is- 
landers betook themselves to flower 
growing, giving the greater part of 
their attention to the narcissi. In St. 
Mary's alone nearly a quarter of the 
enltivated area of the island is devoted 
to flowers.—-Ypnth^s Companion.

In an Instant he drew his revolver 


and with a whoop and yell mode al 
charge on the enemy, discharging hla 
revolver with every whoop until he> 
had the enemy on the run. When he; 
had emptied his revolver, he returned 
to his comrade, who was lying on tho 
ground. He raised his head' Jn his 
arms and administered to the dying 
man's wants as far as possible. U» 
took the private's revolver and kept up 
the shooting, hoping he would be re- 
enforcad by the rest of the dptaiL No 
one came, and he went to a shack close 
by to give the alarm. He found onot 
man and two women. His wound was 
bleeding profusely, and he was get- 
ting weak from loss of blood. 
He 


made the man understand that he 
wanted him to go to Pulilan and give 
the alarm. He started out, but did not 
go near the post The women seemed 
wonderfully affected. They lifted the 
wounded man's arm to their lips and 
feissed it repeatedly. When he hnd tied 
his wound up as best he conld, be 
started back to carry his comrade to 
the house. 


At about this time Lieutenant Mc- 


Carthy and a detail of men came up. 
They saw some men crawling in the 
distance and without saying a word 
opened fire. The sergeant thought he 
had been attacked again, and be re- 
turned the fire, and the shot from bla 
revolver went too close to the lieuten- 
ant's head to be comfortable. Before 
any further shots were flred the mis- 
take was discovered.

These cases 
will be presented to the jury on Wed- 
nesday, and state officers are now at 
their busiest getting the case in slwpe 
and summoning' witnesses. The officers 
who are here on the case were at work 
all clay yesterday, outside the city. 


The jail officials say that Grant and 


King are quiet, and will not say any- 
thing regarding the crime with which 
they are charged. ^ Only their counsel 
or possibly Mrs. Grant will be allowed 
to see them, and 
I hen in the presence 


of an officer. They did not attend the 
religious services held at the jail yes-- 
terday afternoon. Chief Dinneen who 
took some prisoners to the jail Satur- 
day, saw Grant for a short time.

BASEBALL IN THE RAIN 


Opening Words of Lord's Prayer Used 


as Text 


Dr. John Bascom of Williams college 


occupied the pulpit of the Congrega- 
tional church Sunday morning', and 
there was a very large audience for a 
summer service. Dr. Bascom preached 
a sermon of exceptional interest, taking 
as his text the opening words of the 
Lord's pray:-r. "Our father which art 
in heaven." He said In substance: 


Any faith that satisfies must be a 


large interpretation of this world. The 
Lord's prayer is the most concise and 
adequate expression of the Christian 
faith. 
Its first petitions concern the 


thought of God for the world, and those 
that follow apply to our own safety in 
God's kingdom. We are to consider ihe 
opening words of this prayer. When 
Christ taught his disciples to pray, he 
taught them first to ask for collective 
rather than private wants. The first 
word is "our." If at any time or in any 
place we cannot use that word we ex- 
clude ourselves from 
the 
faith 
as 


taught by Christ. 


The whole history of the human race 


is needed to expound the second woid, 
"Father." Every new experience in 
which we learn more of our relations 
to each other helps us to a fuller in- 
terpretation of God as our father, with 
the full meaning of guidance implied in 
the 
word. 
If we can say "Our 


Father," with the fullest comprehen- 
sion of its meaning, how sure we may 
be of the care and guidance that comes 
from him. 


The words "in heaven" were first 


taught the disciples doubtless to raise 
the minds of men above the concrete 
things of earth to the imagined abode 
of "Our Father," but as our concep- 
tion of Him grows He ceases to be 
merely "in heaven" but comes very 
near to us and into our daily lives. 


The discipline of the world consists 


largely 
in the 
conception of those 


things which are spiritual. Believing 
that what is visible is temporal and 
that what is invisible is eternal dis>- 
c^pline 
consists 
in 
learning 
to 


know those things that are eternal, and 
to bring them together to work for our 
progress. 
Just as in studying the 


powers of electricity Edison collects in 
his laboratory many substances which 
he has never tried, not knowing which 
will prove of value to obtain the re- 
sults he seeks, so we in the spiritual 
world need to learn first to understand 
the unseen spiritual things and their 
powers. This shows itself in the pres- 
ent tendency of men to organize them- 
selves together in many ways, to learn 
what combinations are best for the com 
mon good. The leaders of men are 
thore who can organize them in useful 


The process by which we learn to 


stand together with, our fellow men and 
eay "Our Father," is .a subtle one, and 
its 
development 
requires 
wisdom. 


Nothing calls for more wisdom than 
love and its fulfillment, for in it we are 
dealing with the greatest of the spirit- 
ual powers. 


At the present time in our national 


life we are in great confusion, because 
we do not clearly interpret our individ- 
ual impulses. If we learned to recog- 
nize the direction of our impuls-es m 
these matters our difficulties would 
clear away and we we should find our 
path simple. 


Discipline is the learning to under- 


stand these impulses, and their rela- 
tion to our fellows. We must learn to 
use all the forces of i mature together, 
fcr we cannot find ou«c< way into the 
kingdom of God anyway except to- 
gether, since all spiritual impulses are 
in the hearts of our fellow men. Wi 
must stand as the sons- of God, and we 
are far on toward the kingdom when we 
can say together, "Our Father." 


The discipline of the world then is 


first in revelation, to know the spiritual 
forces. Equally blind are the pessimist 
who sees no good thing and optimist 
who believes the world will take care 
of itself and move ever higher. It i^s 
second in experience, the process of 
feeling which comes- from understand- 
ing. For mere understanding is not 
nearly so profound as it is sometimes 
considered. Our Lord grew in th 3 
faith, and so we must use the revela- 
tions to us as a means toward growth. 
Growth is the man, and leads him to- 
ward heaven, making his life a prayer 
which calls for the diffusion of God'o 
blessing to all the world. 


If we can say "Thy kingdom come," 


using the words- "Our Father which art 
in heaven," understanding^- it matters 
little what we ask ftir after that, since 
we are already in the spirit of the di- 
vine power, ready for all His offerings 
and guidance.
